131ow your horn .in Memphis and 
you are subject to arrest. Other 
Southern towns went along with 
the idea, but neither law nor en- 
forcement is uniform. 


Here in Hope I believe we have 


an ordinance prohibiting the blow- 
ing of train whistles within the 
corporate limits, but none to pena- 
lize automobile drivers who make 
a public nuisance of themselves 
]jy honking at every car — and, 
worst of all, sounding the horn 
to call someone's attention in a 
store or office building, 


The automobile manufacturers 


are lo blame, of course, for not 
recognizing the changing times and 
eliminating loud ear horns in favor 
of the mild "beepers" used by 
metropolitan taxi-cabs. But citws 
still have 
authority to regulate

Rubber Plants to 
Private Industry 


AUGUSTA, Ga. W! — President 


Eisenhower 
today 
recommended 


saJo of 550 million dollars worth 
of government-owned synthetic rub- 
ber plants to private industry. 


In a special message to Congress 


from 
his vacation headquarters 


here, the President asked the law- 
makers to enact legislation author- 
izing disposal of the facilities. 


"I am in hearty accord with 


the policy determination of the Co:\ 
fircoL that the security interests of 
tile nation will best be served by 
the development within thr> United 
States of a free competitive syn- 
thetic rubber industry, and I be- 
lieve tha! now is the lime to un- 
dertake plant disposal," tho Presi- 
dent ;,aid. 


"The program recommended 
i;i 


the report of the Reconstruction K> 
nance Corporation (RFC) appears 
to provide basic outline of a sat- 
isfactory method to achieve this 
result." 


Eisenhower noted that at the on- 


set of World War II, when the 
United Stales was denied access 
to its normal supplies of natural 
rubber "a huge government-owned 
synthetic rubber Industry was cre- 
ated at a cost of some 700 mil- 
lion dollars." He added: 


"Tiic-re remain 
in 
government 


ownership facilities which1 coy.T ap- 
proximately 550 million dollars and 
wnich now supply nearly all of the 
nation's requirements of synthetic 
rubber, which, in 1952, amounted 
to 1.08,500 long tons out of a total 
consumption of 1,260,000 long tons 
of new rubber." 


The 
federally-owned 
facilities 


now arc operated for the govern- 
ment by a number of rubber, pe- 
troleum and chemical companies. 
The President told Congress that 
the nation's security in its rubber 
supply is of paramount importance 
in any consideration of disposal of 
the synthetic facilities.

Plan to Slash 
Jet Bombers

WASHINGTON I/P) — Reports of 


developing resistance to Secretary 
or Defense Wilson's air policies fil- 
tered through the Pentagon's new- 
ly icinforccd secrecy curtain to- 
day. 


Officers refuse to discuss the is- 


sues publicly, but it is known thai 
some Air Force anu avialion in- 
dusliy leaders have taken alarm 
over reports that Wilson is backing 
proposals to: 


(1) Cut jet bomber production 


sharply (2) Build up defense by 
concentrating 
on 
production 
of 


fighters and guided missiles; and 
(3) Rely primarily on a relatively 
small aircraft industries operating 
at hi£h production rates. 


Wilson is reported to place less 


emphasis than did his predecessors 
on the idea of creating a broad 
productive base and maintaining at 
comparatively low level a 
large- 


productive capacity. 


He has told reporters that 
in 


case of a national emergency hn 
favors reliance on quick conver- 
sion of civilian plants to military 
production, and establishment 
of 


new military production facilities 
as the need might arise. 


Opponc-nts of this plan, in the 


Air Force and in the industry, say 
that while it would be more eco- 
nomical now to close down unnccd- 
cd plants and limit production to a 
comparative fev/, the nation cai> 
not again afford to risk produc- 
tion delays that would result from 
aMeinpts to re-convert or to build! 
anew in time of war.

It 
was never intended that the Unite4 
Nations, for -instance, should legis- 
late tor the American people .or 
abridge their rights. While it may 
be sound to join such an organiza- 
tion, it cannot be proper thai, by 
the mere act of joining it.-even by 
treaty, the relations between citi- 
zen and government in this country 
should be .altered.

It is interesting to note that no_ 


other country that is,.a member of' 
an internationariprganizatidn'"ls al-. 
together bound by a treaty as the 
United States, is. Most ;countries 
have to implement treaties by acts, 
of legislation or by decree. In the* 
United States, however, all t h.e 
previsions of a treaty become ipso 
fac'o the law of the land once the 
treaty is ratified by the Senate. 
Then it may lie fallow until it 
regent's the Supreme Court in a 
specific case. The Court by its de- 
cision applies the treaty specifi- 
cally. 


It would seem that the conflict 


ot powers could best and most 
speedily be resolved if the Brickcr 
amendment were passed and rail
